Welcome Assistance
Efforts to speed up allocation of funds for construction 

of the San Diego Freeway which have been spearheaded 
during recent years by the Inter-City Highway Committee, 
received a strong boost this week when Supervisor Kenneth 
Hahn jumped into the fight alongside the committee.

Hahn started off with a telegram to Robert B. Brad­ 
ford, state director of Public Works and chairman of the 
State Highway Commission, saying "the San Diego Freeway 
should be given the highest priority of all freeways in Cali­ 
fornia because of traffic conditions surrounding the Los 
Angeles International Airport."

The addition of Hahn's support should add to the opti­ 
mism expressed by local representatives to the Inter-City 
committee after a recent appearance before the commission 
on behalf of the San Diego Freeway.

Hahn's assistance has been credited with plans to com­ 
plete the Harbor Freeway as far south as 190th St. during 
the coming year. Remaining to be completed on that proj­ 
ect is the area between 190th St. and Pacific C'oast Hwy.

In old England, where the 
rule started, it was used to 
slop lying or perjury where 
one of the parties to a busi­ 
ness deal was dead and could 
not. therefore, answer com­ 
plaints against himself.

These are not money claims.

'were given some Idea through 
some fantastic figures dredg­ 
ed up by the scientists of the 
Atomic Knergy Commission

If every person in tl'p 
world were reduced lo I lie 
size of an atom, it would re­ 
quire far less than the tip of 
a pencil eraser to hold the 
total population.

All right, let's get started. 
All we need is a recording 
studio and a couple of musi­ 
cians it's simple: ... or is 
il? Let me jot down some of 
the minimum costs involved 
in culling a record.

The studio charges run 
about $35 per hour. The mu­ 
sicians' fee is $48.50 each for 
a three-hour session. And 
you must have a leader his 
price is $97.

\ow you have your studio 
and your musicians and 
they're ready to go. except 
whore's the music? Well, you 
must have an arranger, who 
will dock you $5 per score 
page, and then you need a 
copyist, who receives at least 
S87c single staff instrumental 
per' page. Now werc're in 
better shape. After a little 
rehearsal we're ready to go.

Oops, we need tape which 
will run about $10 an hour. 
. . . Three hours later, we 
have our tape full of music 
and the parly's over, but the 
expenses continue.

The editing of the tape will 
run at least $35 an hour, then 
comes the master disc at $7 
per side for monaural, or $25 
per side, stereo (and nearly 
everything should be stereo 
these days).

And let's don't forget the 
charges for pressing the rec­ 
ords, the cost of the sleeves, 
labels, and (he plating and 
processing.
